I lived one week in Bristol Terrace. 


My reasons for doing so were to find the an­ 
swers to the following questions: 
• Why is it considered one of the worst 
trouble spots in Bucks County? 


• Why is 60 per cent of Bristol Township’s 
serious crime committed there? 


• Why do more than 50 per cent of the pub­ 
lic assistance checks coming into the 
township go into the Terrace? 


• Why, with its comparatively small popu­ 
lation, is it one of the largest distribution 
points of surplus foods in the county? 


• The reason for its physical condition, and 
why do people live there? 


After a week of visiting in their homes, sitting 


at their tables, sharing their food and drink, this is 
what I found: 
But for a few families most of the Terracites 
are the victims of self-inflicted poverty. 


The high crime rate is the result of a combi­ 
nation of illiteracy, frustrations and fear. 


The cost of public assistance is so high because 
the county’s department of public welfare, whose 
primary function in the Terrace is aid to dependent 
children, has become the hapless dupe of skip-away 
fathers and errant mothers. 
Popular Food Stop 


It is one of the county’s largest surplus food 
stops for the same reason. 
Its run-down condition can only be attributed 
to a people who appear to be taking the easy way 
out of earning a livelihood. 
The Terrace was constructed by the govern­ 
ment during World War II during a nationwide de­ 
fense housing program. It is that group of row 
houses bordered by Lakeland, Anderson and Barrel 


Aves. It was called Terrace II until clean, tidy Ter­ 
race I became Green Lawn Park. It remained 
government property until 1957 when it was sold to 


a private interest. 
The Bucks County Recorder of Deeds revealed 
that the sale of Terrace 2 was made that year by 
the United States of America acting by and through 
the Public Housing Administration, Housing and 
Home Finance Agency to Bristol-Bloomfield, Inc., 
a Michigan co-partnership for the sum of $.>87,750. 


L ittered W ith F ilth 


What must have been an attractive settlement 
of 360 one-story row houses alphabetically latticed 
along its main horseshoe drive has become Bucks 
County’s single largest trouble spot and eyesore. 


Streets and courts are littered with filth. Con­ 
crete walkways which once separated carpets of 
green lawn now form forboding gray paths between 
patches of naked earth and houses, whose masonry

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Districting Dilemma 
COPTERS BRING BODIES OFF MT. 
Reapportionment 
All Dead In Plane Wreckag 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
Supreme Court today apparent­ 
ly left the reapportionment of 
the Pennsylvania legislature up 
to the state’s Supreme Court, 


In a brief opinion, the high 
court vacated an order of a 
special three-judge federal court 
handed 
down 
April 
29, 
1964, 
finding Pennsylvania’s 1964 re­ 
apportionment laws unconstitu­ 
tional. The lower court, how­ 
ever, had acted before the Su­ 
preme Court’s June 15 decision 
requiring both houses of a state 
legislature to be based as near­ 
ly as possible on population. 


Meantime, the state Supreme 


Court 
had 
taken 
the 
matter j 
over and fixed a deadline of 
Sept. I, 1965, for a new appor-1 
tionment of both houses. 


The Pennsylvania state court 
said if the deadline is not met 
“we shall take such action a* 
may be appropriate in light of 
the then existing conditions.”

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Whatever the issues involved, none could be so 
critical as to rule out reasonable discussion, en­ 
lightened attitudes of compromise, undelayed agree­ 
ment in the dispute between the Rohm & Haas Com­ 
pany and Local 88, United Glass and Ceramic 
Workers, and immediate return to their jobs of some 
1,500 production workers. 
The strike is now in its 19th day. Losses con­ 
tinue to be staggering. 
The workers themselves are losing $35,000 a 
day in wages. As of now this adds up to $66o,000 
in wages never received by the employes and their 
families. 
The loss in business to the Bristol, Levittown 
and other commercial centers is becoming an in­ 
creasingly serious factor. 
The loss to both company and union in com­ 
munity goodwill is an intangible not easily trans­ 
latable in terms of money. It is always a serious im­ 
plication in prolonged labor-management strife. 


The incongruity of this 19-day-old strike is the 
fact that for 14 years Rohm & Haas and Local 88 
have lived together in relative harmony. 


The strike is the first work stoppage at the big 
plant, employing a total of 2,500 people, since 1950. 
It is only the second stoppage in the 50-year history 
of the operation. 


That it should have happened at all is some­ 
thing of a tragic outcome of a dispute that should 
have been resolved without need of resort to ex­ 
tremes — extremes that are now creating hardship 
among people and payroll, business, goodwill and 
company operational losses that can never be re­ 
covered. 


We are not so greatly concerned with what 
caused the breakdown in rapport between company 
and union as we are concerned that negotiators of 
Rohm & Haas and Local 88 establish as quickly as 
possible a climate for the earliest possible settle­ 
ment of this controversy. 


The interests and welfare of Local 88 and its 
membership and their families, of the Rohm & Haas 
Company, of the borough of Bristol, and of the 
broader community of Lower Bucks County demand 
such settlement and speedy return of the plant to 
normal operation.

More Women 
9 Receive 


Less Of Nation's Total Pay 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
head of the Labor Departm ent’s 
Women’s Bureau says that al­ 
though more and more women 
are going to work they are re­ 
ceiving less and less of the 
country’s total w ages. 
M rs. Mary Dublin Keyserling 
said Sunday that about 45 per 
cent of the women between 18 
and 64 in the United States hold 
jobs. The figure is expected to 
go still higher. 
But, she added in an address 
to a meeting of home demon­ 
strators, the wage gap between 


men 
and 
women 
“ has 
been 
widening over the past 24 years 
in 
every 
m ajor 
industry 
in 
which large numbers of women 
are employed.” 
Mrs. Keyserling said a 1963 
com parison 
of 
median 
w ages 
showed that women received an 
average of only about 59 per 
cent of what men were paid on 
a full time, year-round basis. 
She said there has been a 
trend over the past 16 years in 
which women have become “ in­ 
creasingly, 
rather 
than 
less. 
concentrated in the lower paid, 


less skilled job s.” 
Of 32 million women workers 
last year, only one half of I per 
cent earned more than $10,000, 
Mrs. Keyserling said. She said 
that only 3 per cent received 
more than $7,000.

TV’s new, late-hour Les Crane 
show begins its second week to­ 
night, and despite the doubts 
and panic that naturally swirl 
around such a major entry, 
its only a few key steps from 
real potency. 
Ulcers nowadays in television 
stem chiefly from the fact that 
new series generally are not 
given as much time to succeed 
as they used to be, when costs 
were cheaper. And this type of 
program needs time to shake 
down. If Jack Paar, who is now 
video’s best showman, had been 
judged too hastily in his early 
days on the “ Tonight” program. 
it is possible he might not have 
caught on the way he later did. 
But the right people had the 
sense — or the lucky guessing 
ability — to see his potential. 
Likewise, what is needed pri­ 
marily now is the simple cool­ 
headedness to see that Crane 
and his show also have great 
potential, and to merely tighten 
up the loose ends which make 
the big difference. 
Too Many Cooks 
ABC 
is 
naturally 
thinking 
mostly of the lovely advertising 
income. But in terms of televi­ 
sion viewing, it is also a fact 
that the very notion of a show 
like Crane’s — which is mostly 
talk, controversy and location- 
filmed entertainment realism— 
is, in concept, more important 
to the modium than anyone in 
it, or connected with it, and 
should be given the most sen­ 
sitive, exacting treatment, by 
people of taste and authority. 
Too many cooks will spoil it. A 
, new producer bas already been 
named. 
; 
Above all, the pacing and 
editing need to be tightened 
! and made swifter. The fact that 
I the Crane show does not rely 
on 
variety-type entertainment 
as its change of pace means 
that the editing, the alternation 
of camera shots, the location 
sequences and the ability of the 
producer and director to know 
how to get the most out of a 
discussion 
must 
assume 
this 
I function. The shrewdeness of 
Paar is in his know-how at 
keeping an audience always on 
the edge, frustrating a viewer’s 
desire 
to 
switch 
to 
another 
channel, and always leaving the 
watcher hungry for more. 
Furthermore, Crane, who has 
good command, presence and 
star quality if handled properly, 
must remember not to be over­ 
ly 
impressed 
with 
big-name 
guests while laying in to lesser 
personalities. It is his show, his 
stock in trade is himself — an 
image of good-natured contro 
versy, not of a very learned 
level — and he should not fear 
to be sensibly tough with all 
comers. Otherwise he is noth­ 
ing. 
As 
himself, 
Crane 
will 
make enemies, but he will at 
least have a definitive audience

He started out mildly enough 
with his two diamond response, 
but after his partner reversed 
to two spades and then gave a 
damond preference, Sven was 
ready to go to the roof. 
He checked for aces with four 
no-trump and when North show­ 
ed two aces, Sven went right to 
the diamond grand slam. 
It was not the sort of grand 
slam you want to be in for the 
rest of your life. Sven did not 
want to be there when he saw 
the dummy, but he proceeded to 
bring it home. 
After winning the first heart 
in dummy he came to his hand 
with the ace of clubs, led the ten 
of spades, consulted his crystal 
ball and let the ten ride. 
When it 
held, 
his troubles 
were over. He was able to ruff 
his two losing clubs in dummy 
and get rid of his losing heart 
on the ace of spades. 
When Belladonna of Italy held 
the South cards, he also used 
four no - trump to check for 
kings and when North showed 
only one king Belladonna set­ 
tled for the small slam. He 
made only six since he played 
safe by taking the ace of spades 
and then leading the queen of 
spades. East played low and 
Belladonna discarded his losing 
heart.
